from the physiological standpoint. 

As regards the latter, it may be noted that some 
interesting experiments have recently been con- 
cluded in America by Professor Chittenden, which 
tend to show that the amounts of nitrogenous food 
which have hitherto been consider d necessary to 
the well-being of ordinary individuals are in excess 
of what is really required. The Guardians, how- 
ever, can scarcely be considered to have had these

a telegram to the effect that her father or 
mother is dangerously ill—dying, perhaps—and 
withal that great relentless machine called 
Hospital has to go on as usual. Nursing is like 
no other work in the world; if work comes it must 
be taken. Hospital authorities cannot say, as 
dressmakers do, that they cannot take any more 
work for a fortnight or three weeks. How would 
it sound for a matron to ** Tracheotomy 
cannot be performed on that baby, because the 
nurses who should nurse it have been promised 
their holidays, and cannot be disappointed ’ 
My dear nurses, if you cannot bear to have 
your holidays delayed, let me advise you to 
take up other work, where the material 
you have to work upon is inanimate, and not 
suffering humanity. In my probationer days I 
remember being promised a night off duty in order 
to go to my sister’s coming-out dance, but when 
the time came, and my new dress had arrived 
the matron said she could not spare me. _ I 
thought it very hard and unnecessary; it seemed 
to me that arrangements could so easily have been 
made to fill my place ; but now that 
has taught me many lessons, my feeling is one 
of thankfulness that my annoyance was kept to 
myself, and that no one knew the extent of my 
ignorance. Try to believe that everything that 
happens to run contrary to your wishes is not 
unjust, and remember that the matron has once 
been a nurse, but that 
matron, and, therefore, 
many difficulties.
